With all due respect for the sin- 
cerity of the author and admira- 
tion for his enthusiasm, I must 
say that a careful study of the ar 
ticle, “A Statistical Approach to 
Control of Accidents.” in the No- 
vember 1955 issue of OCCUPA- 
rIONAL HAZARDS reveals several 
fundamental errors. defects. and 
misapplications in the procedure 
described. 

A check of the procedure de- 
scribed in the article, by which 
the upper control limit is estab- 
lished. reveals that it is really ar 
bitrarily chosen. unrealistic, and 
definitely unreliable as a gauge of 
performance. 

In the example given, the data 
used represent the best three years 
in the past five years for the first 
vear of use. but the last three 
vears for each subsequent year of 
use. Why should it not be based

with the industry only since 1937—all silicosis cases 
so far discovered originated before the dust control 
program was put into effect.

change is due to the fact that silicotics have left the 
industry in considerable numbers, the dust control 


dropped from 45.3% to 16.2%. 


program is held responsible for a major share of the 
improvement. 

It is worth noting that, under the Vermont Occupa- 
tional Disease Disability Law, the last employer of a 
victim of silicosis (provided the victim has worked at 


least 60 days for the employer) is held responsible 


for all compensation. A maximum payment of $4,000 
is allowable for silicosis, Consider that nearly half of 
all Vermont quarry workers in 1937 had silicosis, and 
that no new cases have been discovered since, and 
you ll have a pretty good idea of what the dust control 
program has done for Vermont industrial costs. 


Will job aggravate silicosis? 


Tying right in with this Vermont experience is a 
comparatively recent decision in a North Carolina 
vase that illustrates one vital fact: you have to be 
especially careful that pre-employment physicals for 
quarry and rock-processing plant workers include 
chest X-ray examinations, and that those who may be 
disposed to lung disorders are not hired. 

The case was that of Willingham v. Bryan Rock & 
Sand Company, and it reached the North Carolina 
Supreme Court. That court affirmed earlier lower court 
decisions. In substance, it ruled that any employer 
who hired a worker without determining whether or 
not the job would aggravate an existing silicosis con- 
dition would be held responsible for any disablement 
due to silicosis. 


While the North Carolina Supreme Court had no 
jurisdiction over the interpretations of any other state, 
its general idea seems to parallel the ideas of courts 
and compensation commissions in many areas. 

New York State has met the dust problem in the 
quarrying and rock-crushing industry with water. For 
a number of years, the state Department of Labor, 
through its division of industrial hygiene, has been 
experimenting with various types of water spray 
systems—with the cooperation, of course, of rock- 
processing plants. 

These experiments have gone beyond mere design of 
systems; they’ve gone into tabulation of the results of 
plain water and of the results of water plus a wetting 
agent. Tests were taken at various points in the 


operations of a rock-crushing plant—taken with dry

operations, with water spray, and with a wetting agent 
added to the water spray. Results of these tests (see 
Figure 2) showed that the dust count dropped from as 
much as 980-million particles per cubic foot to 50- 
million particles. Recently, further improvements on 
the spray system design have enabled water-plus- 
wetting-agent spray to cut the dust to 8-million particles 
per cubic foot. 

The New York experiments, and the experience of 
many of the state’s rock-processing plants, have enabled 
the division of industrial hygiene to propose these 
standards for water spray dust control systems: 

“1. Spray systems shall not be used as the sole 
means for dust control in stone-crushing plants if the 
stone contains over 10% free silica. 

“2. An adequate and continuous supply of water 
must be available. 

“3. Water used for dust control shall not be cross- 
connected with any drinking water supply. 

“4. Drainage and sludge removal shall be provided 
where necessary. 

“5. The spray system must be so designed that a 
slipping hazard will not be created. 

“6. Suitable enclosures must be provided for the 
points of dust dissemination. 

“7. The type and number of spray nozzles must be 
such as to provide spray patterns which effectively 
blanket the zone of dust dissemination. 

“8. All water lines and fittings must be designed for 
quick and complete drainage. 


“9. Protection against freezing must be provided if 
the system might operate in freezing weather. 
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“10. The pump characteristics must be such that the 
required volume of water will be delivered to the spray 
nozzles at the pressure required to achieve the spray 
pattern. 

“11. Suitable strainers must be provided in the 
piping system. Individual filters with cleanouts are 
rec ommended before Car h bank of nozzles. 

“12. A hand shut-off valve shall be provided before 
each bank of nozzles. 

“13. The pump switch shall be located in or neat 
the crusher building. 

“14. Plans for proposed spray systems shall include 
piping layouts, nozzle designation, nozzle flow patterns. 
pump characteristics. and enclosure details.” 

Point 14, obviously, applies in New York only. 
where the spray systems are subject to approval by the 
Department of Labor. In other states which haven’t yet 
set up standards for water spray dust control systems. 
the standards 1 through 13 can act as a guide for 
plants that are anxious to es ape from the expense ol 
silicosis claims and from the danger of lung disorders 
among their workers. 


Gas a major problem, too 


The second problem which is of special interest to 
the quarrying and rock-processing industry, but which 
presents its face to other industries as well, is somewhat 
like the first. It involves health more than safety.

underground chambers, it  pro- 
duced far too much dangerous 
carbon monoxide and far too many 
irritating hydrocarbons. 

At the beginning of the mining 
operations, Coplay bought mining 
and earth - moving equipment 
specifically manufactured for un- 
derground use: an electric cable- 
powered loader and a diesel- 
electric shuttle car with a water 
scrubber.

BEFORE ITS safety shoe program 
was started, Goodman Manufactur- 
ing Company had 79 compensable 
toe injuries in two years.

How to 


Make a Primer SAFELY 


F YOURE handling explosives in your plant oper- 
I ations—and a lot of plants do these days—you'll 
be interested in this advice from Atlas Powder Company 
experts. It goes along mighty well with the 58 “Don'ts 
of Handling Explosives” that appeared in the November 
1955 issue of OCCUPATIONAL HAZARDS. 

The recommendations offered by Atlas, like those 
we ran in November, have just been approved by the 
Institute of Explosives Makers. They may be taken 
as the latest and most authoritative ideas on safety 
in using explosives that can be found anywhere. 

When blasting caps are used, the proper length of 
fuse should be cut from the roll and the blasting cap 
crimped to the fresh-cut end of the fuse with a cap 
crimper, not with a knife or with the teeth. 


Be sure that the fuse is cut squarely across and that 
the end is pushed gently against the explosive mate- 
rial in the blasting cap. Do not twist the fuse inside 
the cap. The crimp in the blasting cap should be made 
near the end through which the fuse enters. In wet 
work, use a waterproof { rimp or waterproof the joint 
between the fuse and cap. 


Sketches show how 


In making up primers by the side priming method 
shown in Figure 1, punch a hole about the size of a 
lead pencil in the side of the cartridge. This hole 
should be a little deeper than the length of the blasting 


Do you use explosives? If so, you'll 


want to file this authoritative article. 
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cap and should be directed downward as shown rather 
than across the cartridge. 

Insert the blasting cap and fasten the fuse securely 
to the dynamite cartridge to prevent the cap and fuse 


from being pulled out of the cartridge. 


Three other methods 


In using the lacing method for constructing primers 
(Figure 2), it is necessary to pun h two diagonal holes 
as shown. The upper one goes completely through the 
cartridge, and the lower one a little deeper than the 
length of the cap. 

The capped fuse is then threaded through the upper 
hole, and the cap inserted to the bottom of the lower 
hole. Care should be taken to avoid sharp bends or 
kinks in the fuse. 

When electri 


cartridges two inches or less in diameter, one of the 


blasting caps are used for priming 


three methods shown in Figure 3 should be employed. 

In the first method (A), punch the hole diagonally 
through the cartridge below the center. Fold over the 
wires about six inches from the cap to form a sharp 
bend. Then push the folded wires through the hole. 

Open the folded wires and pass the loop over the 
near end of the cartridge. Punch another hole straight 
into the opposite end of the cartidge, insert the electric 
blasting cap in this hole, and take up all slack in the 
wires. 

In the second method (B), punch one hole hori- 
zontally through the cartridge at or slightly below the 
center and another straight into the far end. Push the 
cap first through the horizontal hole, then into the 
other hole, and take up the slack in the wires. 
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In the third method (C), 
one end of the cartridge. Insert the cap into the hole, 
half-hitch the of the 


‘artridge. Do not hitch the wires too tightly, as the 


punch a hole straight into 


and wires around the center 
strain may break them or injure the insulation. 

When electric blasting caps are used for priming 
cartridges over two inches in diameter, punch a slant- 
ing hole from the center of one end of the cartridge 
coming out through the side about two or more inches 
from the end. 

Fold over the wires about 12 inches from the electri: 
blasting cap to form a sharp bend. Then push the 


folded through the hole.

Open the folded wires and pass the loop over the 
other end of the cartridge. Punch another hole straight 
into the end of the cartridge beside the first, insert 
electric blasting cap in this hole, and take up all slack 
in the wires, as illustrated in Figure 4. 

When delay electric blasting caps are used, the 
cartridge should be punt hed deeper to take care of the 
longer shell. Otherwise, the priming process is the same 
as with electric blasting caps. 

All explosives are dangerous and must be handled 
and used with care either by or under the direction of 
well-trained, experienced people. The methods sug- 
gested here for making up primers will help eliminate 
many of the accidents that annually occur during in- 
dustrial and construction blasting operations. @ ©

Cleaning Piston Rings 
Made Safer by New Gadget 


R. W. Russell. machinist inspector 
for the Illinois Central Railroad at

Markham. Illinois. is responsible 
for the device. Russell wasn't 
satisfied with the old method of 
cleaning diesel locomotive piston 
rings—dipping the rings in a sol- 
vent to soften the carbon deposits.

sir Russell wanted something 
quicker and safer. So he devised

SMOKE ON THE JOB 


LOT of manage- 
A ments—a lot of 

safety directors 
and fire protection 
chiefs—would answer 
with a good, loud 
“YES!” to the ques- 
tion, “Is it dangerous 
to let workers smoke 


— ; on the job?” 
This sign marks the “ciga- 


rette dunking station" now 
used successfully by Timken 
Roller Bearing Company to 
let workers smoke safely. 


They'd have reason. 
They could point to a 
survey taken by one 
major city that showed 
that 31° of the city’s 
fires were caused by carelessly dis« arded cigarettes, 
and that another 514% were caused by smoking in 


bed. 


Trouble is that a healthy slice of the people in the 
United States and Canada do smoke. And they resent 
it mightily when you try to tell them, “No smoking 
while at work!” 


Despite that resentment, many plants have a blanket 
rule against “lighting up” on the job. Many more say 


you can smoke in rest rooms, or in special plant areas, 
but deny you the privilege in the places given over to 
production. 

This “there-you-can-but-here-you-can’t” rule has de- 
veloped a good deal of grief for the plants that have 
tried it, as a general thing. 

Workers who are told they can’t smoke on the job 
have the habit of sneaking off to rest rooms and spend- 
ing 15 minutes to a half hour gossiping while they 
finish cigarettes. 

Or else the workers keep an eye out for foremen and 
catch their smokes in dark corners. 

In the first case, a lot of good produ tion time goes 
up in smoke along with the cigarettes. In the second 
case, there’s a lot of production time lost, too; and at 
the same time, a really big fire hazard is created—the 
dark corners sometimes aren't too clean, and a dis- 
carded butt can smolder among boxes and cans and 
old junk without being noticed until it’s too late. 

On the other hand, argue those who like a plant- 
wide “no smoking” rule, smoking on the job does 
three things: it cuts down a man’s efficiency—he can’t 
smoke and work well both; it’s dangerous, because any 
fire is hazardous around oils and greases and other 
combustibles: it sets up a problem in housekeeping, 





“Smoking in production areas can be perfectly 


safe as long as reasonable precautions are used”’ 
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since discarded ciga- 
rettes and cigars and 
old packages litter the 
floors. 
The Timken Roller 
Bearing Company, 
which employs around 
10,000 people in_ its 
principal Canton, Ohio, 
plant, went through 
the whole history we’ve 
described, and decided 
against the three argu- 
ments just mentioned. 
Back before World 
War II, the company forbade smoking in all produce- 
tion areas. The rule was a flat, “No smoking!” and 
that was that. 

During World War II, what with the influx of un- 
trained and sometimes undisciplined workers, the 
Timken Company began having trouble enforcing the 
rule. Finally it was dropped. 

For several years now, the company has done what 
a number of other plants are doing: it’s allowed smok- 
ing in nearly all production areas. but has made it 
verboten in the high-hazard spots where very flam- 
mable materials are stored or used. 

The change came about through experience. Over 
the years, the Timken Company had found that there 
was practically no danger of fire from smoking on the 
job in most parts of the big plant. The company also 
had learned that workers could do their jobs easily 
and well while they smoked: they lost none of their 
usual efficiency merely because they smoked. What’s 
more, workers who were permitted to smoke on the 
job didn’t waste whole quarter and half hours in rest 
rooms and in forsaken corners. 


A housekeeping problem 


Allowing men to smoke in production areas, how- 
ever, still left a housekeeping problem. What to do 
with all the butts that ordinarily would be scattered 
around the floor? 

For The Timken Roller Bearing Company, particu- 
larly, this question was important. The company 
prides itself on good housekeeping. Management didn’t 
want factory floors and aisles looking as littered as a 
city street after a parade. 

Basically, then, it was housekeeping that led the 
Timken Company to buy about 300 “dunking stations” 
—metal canisters mounted on their own stands or set 
in brackets on machines or pillars. These stations 
were located around the Canton plant in such numbers 
that today it’s almost impossible to smoke and not 
find one of the stations right at hand. 

In another Timken Company plant, they went so far 
as to put up dunking stations on all machines. That 
meant almost one station for every worker. 


With every station goes a sign: “Good housekeeping 
prevents fires. Put ‘em here.” 


The sign, obviously, 


ties right in with the primary idea: that smoking in 
production areas is perfectly safe as long as good 
housekeeping and reasonable precautions are observed. 

“We really should have even more of the stations 
than we do.” J. H. Reed, Timken Company safety en- 
gineer, told an Occupational Hazarps__ editor. 
“They've helped beat the two important reasons for 
not permitting smoking: danger of fire and sloppy 
housekeeping.” 

Workers do cooperate: they do use the stations 
regularly. Timken Company plant floors and aisles 
would make some housewives envious. The plant is 
clean from the main office right through the factory 
building where bearings are made and on through the 
steel mill where giant ladles handle molten metal all 
day and all night. 


People will cooperate if — 


In other plants belonging to other companies, ex- 
periments have been made with smoking booths, put 
Such booths 
have proved to have a good many advantages for these 


up here and there in production areas. 


manufacturers, since they eliminate any employee re- 
sentment against a no-smoking rule while they still 
hold down fire hazards and simplify housekeeping. 

Furthermore. since employees are easily seen by 
foremen. the booths have slashed the “goofing off” for 
long periods that’s usually associated with the rule that 
restricts smoking to rest rooms. 

The Timken Company never has tried booths: but 
Safety Engineer Reed is convinced they re unnecessary 
in the Canton operation. however successful they may 
At the Canton plant, the dunk- 
ing stations have been enough. 


have been elsewhere. 


Going along with the use of dunking stations is an- 
other Timken Company policy that’s been a strong 
force in keeping the factory and mill clean: almost 
everywhere you look, there’s a swing-top metal trash 
container, enameled white and highly visible against 
the darker plant background. 

These containers have been distributed through pro- 
duction areas with outstanding liberality. Reed pointed 
out that it’s literally impossible to stand or work in 
some spots inside the plant without seeing at least one. 
and probably two or more. of the containers—and 
they’re all within easy reach, convenient to casual 
passers-by as well as to machine operators and in- 
spectors. 

Certainly, the whole Timken Company scheme is 
simple. Any plant can put up dunking stations. Any 
plant can scatter around trash containers. But the 
Timken Company plan rests on a human relations 
factor that’s frequently overlooked by plant manage- 
ments: people will cooperate if it's easy to cooperate; 
they won't if it’s fairly hard. 

The dunking stations and the trash containers have 
made it easy.

To You 
Three articles go into the present series 
of studies by Occupational Hazards of 
the industrial noise problem: 
The first (published in March 1956) 
concerned mainly compensation laws 
and methods of testing hearing loss. 
The second now deals with the effects 
of noise on man and how they affect 
his health and safety. 
The third (to be published in July)

_ 0 FAR, 175 occupational hearing loss claims filed 
a under the Wisconsin pre-1953 compensation act 
have ost Wisconsin industry S400.000, Chat’s 


an average of about $2,225 per claim. Perhaps 400 


cases remain to be settled. 


In all the settled claims, final payment was arranged 
on a compromise basis, not on the basis of the full 
amount called for by the legal schedule. 

“Compromises,” Harry A. Nelson, Director, Work- 
men’s Compensation, Wisconsin Industrial Commis- 
sion, told OCCUPATIONAL HAzaRDs on March 7 of this 
year, “were approved on the grounds that a number of 
legal questions remained to be decided following the 
decision of the court in the test case. which held 
liability.” 

\s a result of the filing of 600 hearing loss claims, 
chiefly in the drop forge industry, Wisconsin made 
two amendments to its workmen’s compensation law. 
One, effective in 1953, eliminated benefits for gradual 
hearing loss, but retained them for “traumatic” loss 
loss due to injury or a sudden blast. The second, 
effective the middle of last vear, dropped temporary 
total disability benefits for any hearing loss case, and 
required a waiting period of six months (during which 
the employee must be entirely away from a_ noisy 
environment) before final determination of loss was 
made.

National hue and cry 


In consequence of the Wisconsin experience, and 
in consequence of the arrival of hearing loss cases 
to plague compensation boards and industry in Penn- 
sylvania, New Jersey, Massachusetts, California, New 
York, and perhaps other states, a great hue and cry 
about noise has arisen. 

Michigan, for example, while this is being written. 
is considering a proposal that will make occupa- 
tional hearing loss compensable for the first time. 
That’s a direct result of the general concern. 

Most of the excitement has hinged around pos- 
sible costs. Industry, as a matter of fact, may have 
been trying to cross a lot of bridges before the 
bridges were even planned, let alone built. 

It's perfectly true that most states compensate in 
one way or another for occupational hearing loss. 
It’s perfectly true that other states, like Michigan. 
are giving more and more legislative attention to the 
problem. 

Finally, it’s also true that hearing loss claims may 
in the long run be extremely expensive, despite the 
fact that Wisconsin payments have proved to run 
considerably less than it was expected they would

No positive standards 


Basically. the trouble isn’t with compensation bene- 
fits. Instead, it’s with the inability of scientists thus 
far to come up with positive standards to guide leg- 
islators in the preparation of reasonable statutes and 
to guide compensation boards in the settlement of 
claims. 

It’s for this reason we say that industry may have 
been trying to cross a lot of unplanned bridges. In- 
dustry has thought far more of what compensation 
claims may sometime cost than of what unbridled 
noise actually does cost now. It’s thought far more 
of compensation benefits than of the foundation on 
which those benefits may rest. 

In March. we dis ussed some of the difficulties 
involved in determining just what hearing loss is 
and how it should be compensated. Now, we approach 
another unsolved problem: what are the biological 
effects of noise on man. and how do those effects 
influence his work performance? 


Bete, ays 


Take the matter of fatigue. Numerous studies, 
spread over 30 years, have been made of the pos- 
sible relationship between noise and fatigue: but the 


experts still feel they're in the dark about it. 


At the Army Research Laboratory. Fort Knox. 
Kentucky, Robert Y. Walker and 19 other Ph.D.’s 
have been working with what Walker calls “the best 
facilities and equipment in the country” to find out 


what noise does to human beings. 


\ll their work so far leads Walker to one primary 
statement: There is no conclusive proof that there's 
a direct relationship between noise and man’s ability 
to work efficiently. 


Walker does think that there may be a connection 
between noise and fatigue. But then he says that 
science can’t measure fatigue, and must take a man’s 
word for it when the man says he’s tired. 


In the Benox Report (which covers a preliminary 
study of the biological effects of noise on men. made 
for the armed forces by the University of Chicago) 
it is said simply, “The evidence that loud noise may 
produce fatigue is fragmentary and contradictory.” 


Yet the group of scientists that prepared the Benoa 
Report still agrees that loud noise does make a man 
feel more tired by the time his day’s work is done! 


We're talking. of course, when we speak of fatigue. 
of general bodily fatigue. Noise specialists often 
refer to fatigue of the ears. which do grow tired 


from being overburdened with too much sound.

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What does fatigue do? 


If the fatigue produced by loud, continuous noise 
actually does exist—and most investigators, like 
Walker and the Benox Report people. seem to think 
that it does, even though there’s no proof of it—it 
may be dangerous. 

Fatigue may make it hard for a man to react 
quickly. It may make him less vigilant. It may make 
him less accurate. If he has some extra-special mo- 
tivation, he can do well on short, specific tasks in 
spite of his fatigue; but on the whole, that “old tired 
feeling” probably will leave the man ripe for accidents 
and mistakes. 

If the man has to endure loud noise day after day 
for a long period of time, the tired feeling will be- 
come chronic. Then he’s really ready to have some- 
thing serious happen to him, simply because he’s not 
ready to react promptly when sudden danger con- 
fronts him. 

Most authorities—who disagree among themselves 
on precisely what change takes place—feel that a 
man who faces constantly some particular stress ex- 
periences changes in his nervous system, his glandular 
system, his cardiovascular system, These changes, 
whatever they are, take place as a sort of gathering 
together of the man’s biological forces to meet the 
strain imposed on him. 

As the weeks pass (depending on the kind of stress, 
its constancy, and the personal ability of the in- 
dividual to stand up under it), the man begins pay- 
ing what may be a permanent price for the almost 
continuous reaction of his internal system to strain. 
The Benox Report indicates that loud, continuing 
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HOW DO WE HEAR? Nobody is sure. Doctors can only 
observe what happens to the ear when sound waves 
strike it. The waves enter the external meatus and move 
the tympanic membrane, which sets the three ossicles in 
motion. When the stapes footplate moves inward, the 
perilymph (fluid) inside the cochlea flows in the direc- 
tion of the helicotrema and makes the round-window 
membrane bulge outward. All this stimulates nerves con- 
nected with the brain, which translates the impulses into 
what we hear. 


noise may provide the stress that brings about these 
reactions, 

Nobody is quite sure just what these reactions 
and their ultimate effects may be. Perhaps they'll 
turn into a nervous breakdown. Perhaps they'll show 
up as a chronic illness. Perhaps they'll produce an 
ulcer or aggravate existing heart disease. Perhaps 
they'll do no more than have an over-all physical 
result that will shorten the man’s working life and 
possibly his actual life. 

These “maybes” aren’t wild guesses. They're based 
on the speculations of scientists who have worked 
for a long time testing the effects of noise on man— 
and who still, despite their tests and speculations, 
aren't certain just what the effects are. 


Decibels and dynes 


You hear much of decibels and dynes as you go 
deeply into the noise question. Both are arbitrary 
measurements, very much as inches and pounds are 
arbitrary measurements, 

Decibel ratings don’t mean too much in the matter 
of either hearing loss or fatigue. A decibel rating tells

another, You can take 140 decibels in the 200 to 
1,000-cycle-per-second range much more easily and 
with much less temporary or permanent physical reac- 
tion, than you can 90 decibels in the 6,000 to 15,000- 
per-second range.

A variation in pressure of only .000001 would 
represent a variation of two dynes per square centi- 
meter. This would carry a decibel rating of 80; it 
would be equivalent to the average of conversational 
speech. 

The smallest variation noise specialists expect to 
measure is .0002 dyne. This figure. therefore, is used 
as a base for other computations. The 80-decibel 
sound pressure rating given normal speech. as an 
example, is really 100-million times .0002 dyne. 


Noise and efficiency 


Everyone knows that he doesn’t do his best work 
when he’s tired. He’s slower, he’s less accurate. and 
he’s sometimes so irritable that he’s hard to get along 
with. Fatigue induced by noise may produce just 
these results, as we've noted. 

But there are other reactions involved. too. 


If you've ever tried to do a complicated report 
for the office when you were home, with a noisy 
vacuum sweeper operating in the same room, you'll 
have a fair notion of how important one of these 
reactions is. 

Can a man work efficiently when he’s subjected to 
loud noise, either continuous or intermittent? 

Once again the tests aren't conclusive. 

For more than three years, the Department of 
Psychology. Pennsylvania State College. studied the 
effects of noise on human behavior. These studies. 
conducted for the Wright Air Development Center. 
have been reported in The Effects of Noise on Human 
Behavior. 


Peculiar results 


Within their limits. the experiments showed rather 
peculiar results: 

> Some people do better work of certain kinds 
when they're working under very noisy conditions. 

P Some people do much poorer work under the 
same conditions. 

> In general, people who do better work under 
noisy conditions score well in both personality and 
intelligence tests: they're smart. and they're adaptable. 

> In general. people who do poorer work under 
noisy conditions are (to quote the official report) 
“inferior. lacking in confidence. worrisome, different. 
or odd,” and are chronic gripers. 

Many who said they couldn’t remember what they 
learned when they had to use their knowledge under 
noisy conditions, really scored well during the tests. 
That is. what they actually did was very much better 
than what they thought they did in a noisy environ- 
ment. 

The tests were taken sometimes with continuous 
noise in excess of 100 decibels. sometimes with in- 
termittent noise. Volunteers were made to work under 
noises that varied in pitch from 100 to 10,000 cycles 
per second—from very low sounds to very high ones. 

An unfortunate omission occurred in these experi- 
ments: no tests were made of individuals who had

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These effects are too important 
to be given the “once over lightly” 
treatment. They re important, not 
only to the worker who experi- 
ences them. but to industrial safety 
and health and to the future of 
compensation practice. 

All of us. unless we're very deaf. 
have jumped or jerked when we've 
been startled by a sudden noise. 
The jokes about wives who awaken 
their husbands at night to look for 
burglars are as numerous as ants 
at a picnic. 

Noise doesn’t have to be sud- 
den to startle us. It doesn’t even 
have to be unusual. If it’s unex- 
pected, if we can’t identify it at 
the moment we hear it, we jump 
or we look or we react in some 
other way. And at that moment, 
if we're unlucky. we have an acci- 
dent. 

Because they like to be specific 
about everything. scientists call 
this the “fear reaction” to noise. 

Then there's the steady noise 
perhaps a shrill rasp of metal on 
metal. or the whine of a leaking 
air hose, or the unending pound 
of an air hammer—that makes us 
want to get away, fast and far. 

The Benox Report says of this 
type of noise: 

“This ‘avoidance reaction’ can 
be overcome by will power, but 
some effort and self control is 
needed. The reaction is probably 
linked closely with a_ primitive 
function of hearing as a warning 
of danger.” 


Seasick at work 


A good number of people who 
have had to work in high noise 
level areas, particularly where 125 
or more decibel sound pressure 
level, at fairly high frequencies, is 
encountered, have become. sick. 
The symptoms resemble seasick- 
ness: nausea, dizziness, vomiting. 

According to Dr. Earl Schu- 
bert, Cleveland Speech & Hearing 
Center, about whom we shall say 
more later, noise of the type to in- 
duce the seasick symptoms may be 
encountered in paper mills (where 
machines often give off a shrill 
whine) and in drop forges. 

The sense of touch may be af- 
fected by noise.

3. Handle your belt with care.

Keep it away from sharp 
tools or other objects which might 
scratch or cut it. 

1. Wipe a wet leather belt with 
a clean dry cloth. Let the belt dry 
slowly at a temperature no higher 
than your hand can bear. Don’t 
expose a wet belt to extreme heat 
or cold. 

5. If the belt is accidentally cut 
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or damaged, turn it in for repair 
promptly, or for salvage of usable

New Jersey Studies 
Increase in Benefits 


ONE BILL under consideration in the New Jersey legis- 
lature would raise maximum benefits from $30 to $35 
per week, with benefits figured at two-thirds of the 
injured worker’s average wages. 

Another bill also being considered would boost 
maximum weekly payments to $40, with payments 
calculated on 70% of average earnings. 


New Benefits Provided 
In Virginia 
VirGINIA, another state whose legislature did not meet 
in 1955, enacted early this year a bill which increases 
workman’s compensation benefits in three ways: 

1. Weekly payments are raised from $27 to $30 per 
week at the maximum. 

2. Death benefits are raised from $8,100 to $9,000. 


3. Maximum disability payments are raised from 
$10,000 to $12.000. 


Second Injuries in Ohio 
Given New Treatment 


EMPLOYEE disabilities suffered as result of an earlier 
handicap will not be charged to the merit rates of Ohio 
employers under a recent amendment to the state’s 
workman’s compensation act. 

If it is shown that the injury would not have 
occurred except for a previous handicap, the claim will 
be paid from surplus of the state compensation fund. 
In the case of an aggravated injury to a handicapped 
worker, a proportionate share will be paid from the 
surplus account. For self-insurers, reimbursement will 
be made for amounts paid to claimants for aggravated 
injuries. 

It is recommended that Ohio employers notify the 
Industrial Commission whenever handicapped workers 
are hired so that proper settlement may be made 
quickly in the event some injury or aggravated disa- 
bility takes place in the future 


Kentucky Hikes Benefits 
For Occupational Disease 


A NEW BILL passed by the Kentucky legislature in- 
creases certain occupational disease benefits in the 
state, as well as some other workman’s compensation 
benefits. 


Under the new law, the maximum death benefits 
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for occupational injury or disease are increased from 
$8,500 to $12,000 and the maximum benefits for total 
disability from $11,500 to $13.500 

Benefits payable to dependents in the event of death 
caused by either oc¢ upational disease or oct upational 
injury now range from $12 to $30 per week, with a 
maximum of $12,000, This compares with a range of 
$7 to $26 per week, with a maximum of $9.500, be- 
fore the new act was adopted. 

Maximum weekly benefits for partial disability r 
sulting from occupational diseases are increased from 
$24 to $26, while minimums are raised from $7 to 
$12. 

Weekly payments for total disability go from $27 
to $32. with the total maximum increased from $11.- 
500 to $13.600. 


Georgia Turns Thumbs 
Down on Increased Benefits 


LIKE Arkansas last year. Georgia has turned down a 
bill which, if it had passed the legislature. would 
have increased maximum death benefits under the 
workman’s compensation law from $10,000 to $12.- 
O00. 

Also rejected by the legislators was a bill which 
would have cut the maximum from $10,000 to $8,500. 


Pennsylvania Changes 
Compensation Benefits 


THE Governor of Pennsylvania has signed a bill pro- 
viding these amendments to the state’s workman’s 
compensation and occupational disease acts: 

1. Maximum workman’s compensation and occupa- 
tional disease benefits for total disability are raised 
from $32.50 per week for not more than 700 weeks. 
to $37.50 per week for life. 

2. Partial disability benefits are boosted from $23 
to $27.50 per week. 

3. Medical care is now covered for a maximum of 
six months rather than for a maximum of 120 days. 

1. Death benefits are increased from $32.50 pet 
week to $37.50 per week for a flat period of 350 


weeks. 


Increased Weekly Benefits 

Asked by Virginia Governor 

IN HIS message to the Virginia legislature, the Gover- 
nor of the state recommended that action be instituted 
to increase the maximum weekly compensation pay- 
ments to injured workers from $27 to $30. 


Payment by Employers 
Increased in Wisconsin 
Since November 1, 1955, the amount an employer is 


required to pay into the Wisconsin state treasury when 
one of his employees suffers the lost of or the total 


impairment of a hand, arm, foot, leg. or eye as the

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Why Did His 
Boss Kill Him? 


Wuy Eugene Devlin’s employer shot and killed his 
employee was the question which the Supreme Court 
of Idaho had to determine before it could decide 
whether Devlin’s dependents were entitled to death 
benefits. Devlin worked as an automobile upholsterer 
for William G. Searles. 

Devlin’s body was found at his workbench. Searles 
admitted having shot his employee. 

Evidence at the trial disclosed that the animosity 
which existed between Devlin and his boss had noth- 
ing at all to do with the work that they were doing. 
Rather. it resulted from jealousy over a woman which 
each of them claimed to be “his girl.” The woman 
had lived with the employer for some four years, 
but during that period had on many occasions gone 
out socially with Devlin. The climax of the difficulty 
came when the woman quarreled with Searles and 
left him for Devlin. 

On the basis of this evidence the court was unable 
to find that Devlin’s death resulted from any inci- 
dent having a connection with his employment, but 
held rather it was a personal matter between the 
employer and his employee. 

Claim disallowed.

Death Cause "Accelerated" — 
So Death Claim Allowed 


HERBERT W. FRIEND’s death came about as a result of 
hemorrhage and shock due to a rupture of an aneur- 
ysm of the abdominal aorta. He died after an enforced 
period of inactivity. Even so, claimed Friend’s wife. 
the death came about as a result of a compensable in- 
jury: and she sought benefits. 


Friend was an electrician. At the time of his injury 


he was engaged in the reconstruction work on the 
White House in Washington. The injury came about 
when Friend was subjec ted to a severe and unexpected 


strain while lifting some equipment. He had under- 
estimated the weight of the material. 

This strain, which increased the pressure within his 
aorta and caused aggravation of a pre-existing aneur- 
ysm, was found to have arisen out of the course of the 
employment. Friend was awarded workman’s compen- 
sation for that injury. 

Friend’s death came about two years later. The very 
spot of his earlier injury was where the rupture of the 
aneurysm occurred which brought about his death. 

It was contended that in spite of the location of the 
rupture that caused Friend’s death, the White House 
injury did not hasten the deterioration of the wall of 
the aorta: but. on the contrary. Friend’s enforced 
cessation of work and curtailment of physical ac- 
tivities tended to reduce the hazard of an earlier fatal 
rupture. 

The United States Court of Appeals did not agree 
with this contention. It deemed that the evidence as a 
whole required a conclusion that the accidental in- 
jury to Friend some two years earlier accelerated the 
deterioration which caused his death. The curtailment 
of Friend’s activities, found the court. did not lessen 
the diseased condition brought about by his earlier 
accident. and the disabling effect continued until 
Friend’s death. 

Claim allowed.

One Loss—One State— 
But Two Awards 


THROUGH a quirk in the New Jersey compensation 
statutes an injured employee can sometimes be com- 
pensated twice for the same loss. 

In 1949, John Heidel suffered a crushing injury to 
his right hand when it was caught in a power press. 
As a result, the major part of four fingers of his right 
hand was amputated. Under the New Jersey statute.

Job Wasn't Dangerous? 
She Fell Down Stairs 


TO BE ENTITLED to compensation 
in Louisiana any victim of an on 
the-job injury must have incurred 
it in one of the hazardous employ- 
ments which the act covers 

Dorothy Coleman was employed 
by Sears. Roebuck & Company as 
a supervising cashier in the 
Shreveport. Louisiana, store. As 
part of her job. she was required 
to travel throughout the store to 
oversee the conduct and activities 
of the cashiers in various depart- 
ments. She was required to ride 
elevators and escalators to get to 
these various points. 

Miss Coleman’s injury occurred 
one morning while she was carry- 
ing out her duties. when she lost 
her balance on an escalator and 
fell backward down the full flight 
from the third to the second floor.

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nesses in the Louisiana statute 
and none of the duties which Miss 
Coleman performed was_hazard- 
ous. 

Miss Coleman agreed that the 
operation of a store was not one 
of those hazardous businesses but 
based her claim on the law which 
provides that when an employee 
performs both hazardous and non- 
hazardous services for his employ- 
er. he is entitled to compensation 
for injuries sustained while per- 
forming the non-hazardous type of 
activity in the business. Miss Cole- 
man said that as part of her job 
she came in contact with certain 
electrically powered types of ma- 
chinery of a hazardous nature. 

While the court agreed with the 
claimant regarding the law on the 
matter, it disputed the facts. Miss 
Coleman’s injuries, ruled the 
court, were sustained while in the 
performance of duties which were 
wholly non-hazardous and in a 
non-hazardous branch of the em- 
ployer’s business. and therefore. 
she was not entitled to the protec- 
tion of the act. 

Claim disallowed.

What Is an 
Elected Official? 


Wat Is the status of an injured 
elected official? Is there an 
employer-employee relationship 
which he can rely on to recover 
an award for his injury? This 
problem was recently before the 
Supreme Court of Oklahoma. 

William A. Robinson was an 
elected commissioner of Hughes 
County, Oklahoma. On the morn- 
ing of his fatal accident, Robinson 
left his home and drove to a point 
where the county was engaged in 
excavating gravel for construction 
work. 

Robinson entered the pit, appar- 
ently for the purpose of inspecting 
the gravel and supervising its 
loading. He made two trips with 
the gravel truck from the pit to 
the construction area.
